Township roadwork approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Democratic 
leaders seeking to bolster the record of 
the 93rd Congress are eyeing national 
health insurance and tax revision as 
two top priority items in the closing 
weeks of the session. 
But any chance of action in these 
controversial areas runs headlong into 
the 
desire 
of 
most 
m em bers 
of 
Congress to end the 1974 session before 
the Nov. 5 elections. 
Most of the leaders concede there is 
no chance of getting legislation on 
either subject to President Ford unless 
the session reconvenes after the elec­ 
tions. 
The Senate returns Wednesday from 
a Labor Day recess, and the House 
resum es a week later. 
Congress 
has considerable 
other 
business remaining and it is doubtful 
that it can m eet its Oct. 15 target date 
for adjournm ent even if it shelves 
health insurance and m ajor tax legis­ 
lation. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee has been struggling with the 
complexities of national health in­ 
surance for weeks. 
Before the recess, Chairman Wilbur 
D. Mills, D-Ark., threw up his hands 
and said it did not seem possible to 
reach a satisfactory compromise this 
year. 
But Senate sponsors of m easures in 
the field say they have not given up 
hope. In his first speech to Congress as 
President, Ford asked on Aug. 12 for

Coal miners open 
pact negotiations 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United 
Mine Workers presented an inch-thick 
list of dem ands ranging from higher 
wages to safer working conditions as 
crucial contract negotiations began 
today with the nation’s coal operators. 
UMW president Arnold Miller and his 
team of negotiators sat down at the 
Hay-Adams Hotel with representatives 
of the Bituminous Coal Operators As­ 
sociation 
in 
an 
effort 
to 
reach 
agreem ent on a new' industrywide 
contract before the present three-year 
pact expires Nov.12. 
The union represented 115,000 m iners 
who produce about 75 per cent of the 
nation’s coal. 
M iller and W alter C. 
W allace, 
president of the operators association, 
were expected to discuss the union 
proposals at 
a new s conference 
scheduled later in the 'day. 
Miller met privately with President 
Ford on Monday at the White House’s 
invitation, a session which underscored 
the adm inistration’s concern over the 
contract talks. Although both sides are 
hopeful of reaching a peaceful set­ 
tlem ent, most industry officials expect 
a strike. 
Details of the union’s proposals have 
not yet been released, but spokesmen 
have said the package is broad enough 
to allow UMW negotiators plenty of 
room in which to bargain. 
“ I don’t have to tell you we don’t get 
everything we w ant,’’ Miller told a 
Labor Day rally at Danville, W.Va. 
“When I think we have everything we 


can get, I will ask you to ratify and not 
until then.’’ 
But while some areas are open to 
bargaining, the BCOA team is expected 
to face hard union positions on certain 
issues that will form the core of M iller’s 
proposals. Among them are: 
Wages. Because of inflation, Miller 
w ants w ages advanced from the 
present $42.50-$50 range and feels in­ 
dustry can afford higher pay now that 
coal prices are soaring. The union also 
wants an escalator clause to cope with 
higher consum er prices in the future. 
—Mine Safety. The UMW especially 
wants to broaden and clarify the rights 
of mine safety com m ittees to shut down 
mine sections when conditions are 
considered unsafe. A spokesman said

facts of inflation, recession and unem ­ 
ployment. 
Meany said “ the past five and a half 
years of deceit and deviousness’’ have 
caused people to blame government 
not business and labor 
for the 
nation’s economic woes. But that will 
change under Ford’s adm inistration, 
Meany said 
“Straight talk is this President’s long 
suit and that is what the country and 
her people need,” he said. 
Meany, president of the AFL CIO, 
went on to assert that the current in­ 
flation is not caused by excessive 
dem and and, therefore, that “budget 
cuts, high interest 
rates and tight 
money 
which might he appropriate 
weapons against excessive demand 
inflation 
simply will not w ork.” 
Instead, the 
Ford adm inistration

Woodmansee further explained that 
the medium intensity lights require 
only 47-cent bulbs which burn for 6,000 
hours. The present system requires 
bulbs which cost $2.40 each and burn 
for only 700 hours. The reduced cost of 
light bulbs added to the savings of the 
radio-activated lighting facility will 
pay for the im provements within three 
to four years, Woodmansee said. 
He said that presently the runway 
lights are left on throughout the night. 
The new system would allow the lights 
to be kept very dim except during the 
approach of an aircraft. The pilot 
would then activate the lights by radio, 
bringing them to full intensity. They 
would rem ain brightly lit for only 15 
minutes before returning to the dim­ 
m er state. 
Total cost of the m aterials involved 
has been estim ated at approxim ately 
$1,700 and the pilots association asked 
that the county share the costs, saying 
that it would provide the labor for the 
work. The commissioners noted that 
they are eager to assist those who are 
willing to contribute them selves and 
pledged to share the expense up to $850. 


TOWNSHIP TRUSTEES from Paint, 
Green and Marion townships have 
sought and received the assistance of 
the county commissioners for road­ 
work in those townships.

Family grocery bill 
up again in August

Higher prices for everything from 
peanut butter to pork chops helped 
push up the family grocery bill again 
during August, according to an Associ­ 
ated Press m arketbasket survey. 
The 
survey 
show ed 
th at 
the 
m arketbasket has risen 11 per cent so 
far this year and prices are 14 per cent 
higher than they were 12 months ago. 
The AP checked the prices of 15 food 
and nonfood items in 13 cities on March 
1, 1973 and has rechecked at the 
beginning of each succeeding month. 
The latest check, at the start of the 
Labor Day weekend, provided little 
encouragement for consumers. 
More than 40 per cent of the total 
number of items checked went up 
during August. Eggs were up in every 
city checked — although they generally 
were cheaper than a year ago when $1- 
a-dozen eggs prompted consumers to 
seek other sources of protein.

Peanut 
butter, which had remained fairly 
steady in price, went up in six cities last 
month. Coffee was up in eight cities. 
The AP survey showed that during 
August the m arketbasket went up in 
every city surveyed except Dallas, 
Tex., where it dropped by a penny or a 
fraction of 1 per cent. The average 
increase was 412 per cent. During July, 
the AP m arketbasket rose in all 13 
cities. 
On the average, the bill for the 
m arketbasket was 23 per cent higher 
than it was on March 1, 1973; 14 per 
cent higher than it was on Sept. 1, 1973; 
and 11 per cent higher than it was on 
Jan. 1, 1974. 
The Agriculture Department says 
that food prices will continue to rise 
during the rest of 1974, but at a slower 


rate than previously. The department 
recently upped its estimate of how 
much the over all 1974 increase would 
be, boosting it from 12 to 15 per cent 
because of the recent drought that 
dam aged the corn crop and is expected 
to mean higher prices for meat, milk 
and poultry. 
The sugar increases have been the 
largest in the AP marketbasket. Since 
last Septem ber, the price of a five- 
pound sack of granulated sugar has 
risen an average of 143 per cent, 
jumping from 74 cents to $1.80. The 
increases ranged from 129 per cent in 
Boston, where the price went from 79 
cents to $1.81, to 202 per cent in Atlanta, 
where it rose from 64 cents to $1.93 over 
the 12-month period.

Hurricane Carmen 
leaves 3 deaths 


MERIDA, Mexico (AP) — Hurricane 
Carmen lost much of its force early 
today 
as 
it crossed 
the 
Yucatan 
peninsula and headed into the Gulf of 
Mexico, but was expected to regain 
strength as it moved over open water. 
Three dead were reported in its path. 
The storm ’s broad and disorganized 
center was located early today about 50 
miles east of Campeche at latitude 19.1 
north and longitude 90.5 west, and the 
center winds had dropped to a minimal 
hurricane force of 75 m.p.h. 
Carmen was expected to move into 
the Bay of Campeche today, 
but 
forecasters at the National Hurricane 
Center in Miami said it was too early to 
predict what areas of land might be 
threatened once the storm reached 
open water. 
With top winds of 175 miles per hour 
as it hit Y ucatan’s east coast Monday, 
Carmen was the strongest storm to 
come out of the western Caribbean 
since Hurricane Hattie in 1961. But 
though Hattie killed 250 persons in 
Belize, the capital of what was then 
British Honduras, the only casualties 
reported so far from Carmen were 
three persons drowned last weekend 
near Kingston, Jam aica. 
Carmen hit Yucatan in the southern 
part of the state of Quintana Roo, and 
Gov. David Gutierrez reported late 
Monday night: “ We have m aterial 
dam age such as destroyed homes, 
fallen trees and elec trc and telephone 
lines. But there are no victim s.” 
The governor said he was sending 
plane crews today to two villages on the 
coast that had not been heard from. 
O ther 
sketchy 
re p o rts 
from 
Chetumal, the capital of Quintana Roo, 
said at least 2,300 of the town’s 10,000 
people had been driven from their 
homes, and tides were 15 feet above 
normal. 
Carmen moved slowly across the 
Yucatan peninsula Monday, advancing 
at less than 10 m.p.h. Only small set­ 


tlem ents of Mayan Indians were in its 
path, and the noted, centuries-sold 
Mayan ruins were considerably to the 
north. 
Meanwhile, Becky, the season’s first 
h u rric an e, was downgraded to a 
tropical storm as it continued to lose 
strength today in the open 
North 
Atlantic far from land.

(Please turn to page 2) 
Super synthetic motor oil 
to last for 40,000 miles?

“super” synthetic motor oil for autos it 
says can last up to 10 times longer than 
conventional lubricating oil. 
Pacer Petroleum Co., of Houston, 
Tex., says its sales are “growing like 
weeds.” But D etroit’s Big Three auto 
m akers say they aren ’t ready for an oil 
change. They are making tests of their 
own, however. And they are interested. 
P acer’s Sol Levy says cars using the 
firm ’s EON E -ll synthetic oil can go 
40,000 miles between oil changes. U.S. 
auto m akers recommend conventional 
oil changes every 3,000 to 6,000 miles. 
Levy al^» »ays E -ll provides better 
protection for engine parts, causes less 
engine wear and results in better fuel 
economy than petroleum oils. 
However, E -ll sells for $5 a quart, 
compared with less than $1 a quart for 
conventional oil. But Levy says in the 
long run it is less expensive because E- 
11 users buy one-tenth as many quarts 
over 40,000 miles of driving. 
Outside the auto industry, synthetic 


oils are not new. Germany developed 
them during World War II and the 
aircraft industry has used them for 
years. 
About a half dozen com panies 
m arket such oils. Pacer is the first to 
offer the product nationwide for auto 
owners. 
I^evy estim ated more than 250,000 
cars now use the product, and the 
company expects $6 million in sales 
this year. 
“ It’s just unbelieveable the way it’s 
taken off," he said 
Pacer 
is 
advertising 
heavily 
in 
Detroit, a m arket which can make or 
break a new auto product. Ads plug E- 
11 as the oil used in Houston police cars 
and boast the oil “ never needs to be 
changed.” 
The auto m akers, while not rejecting 
P a c e r’s claim s o u trig h t, exp ress 
skepticism about the “super oil.” They 
say synthetic motor oil needs more 
testing before the firms can either 
reject or recom m end it for use in their 
cars.

HOUSTON, Tex. 
(AP) — David 
Owens Brooks, a young father accused 
of murdering four of the 27 victims in 
Houston’s mass slayings case, is due in 
court for pretrial hearings today. 
Ted Musick, Brooks’ lawyer, says he 
will ask state District Court Judge 
William M. Hatten to set a sanity trial 
for Nov. 4 for the 19-year-old defendant, 
whose 7-month-old child was born after 
he was jailed. 
The jury would determine if Brooks 
is now sane and competent to help in his 
defense on the charges. If the jury 
decides he is, a trial on the first of four 
cases would be set. 
Musick said if Brooks is ordered to 
stand trial, he will seek a change of 
venue and enter a plea of temporary in­ 
sanity. A ruling of insanity would 
preclude prosecution and Brooks could 
be sent to a mental hospital. 
Another defendant 
in the mass 
slayings, Elmer Wayne Henley, 18, was 
found guilty in six of the deaths. Henley 
was sentenced to 595 years in prison by 
a jury in San Antonio, where his case 
was moved on a change of venue. 
The mass murders were uncovered 
after Henley telephoned police on July 
8, 1973, and told them he had shot and 
killed Dean A. Corll, 33. Henley and 
Brooks both gave statements to police 
and led them to three sites where the 
bodies of 27 youths were found. Corll’s 
death was ruled self-defense. 
During Henley’s trial in July, 
prosecutors told of teen-aged boys 
being lured to Corll’s home in the 
Houston suburb of Pasadena where 
they were homosexually raped and 
then murdered.

none), and increased per-ton royalties

New Jersey 
city rocked 
by violence 


NEWARK, N.J. (AP) — A relative 
calm settled over Newark early today 
after two days of disturbances that 
included massive demonstrations by 
Puerto Rican residents protesting 
alleged police brutality. Two men were 
wounded by gunfire and more than a 
dozen other persons were injured. 
On Monday evening, hundreds of 
demonstrators pelted City Hall with 
stones and shattered windows in 
businesses along Broad Street, the 
city’s main thoroughfare. Fire officials 
said a series of fires of suspicious origin 
broke out, and a firebomb was thrown 
into a Roman Catholic convent. 
The violence followed by one day 
disorders at a Puerto Rican picnic in 
Branch Brook Park. Puerto Ricans 
charged that police used excessive 
force in breaking up that melee. 
Two men were shot at the picnic, a 
child was trampled by a policeman’s 
horse, several persons were injured by 
thrown objects and four vehicles were 
burned. Authorities did not say what 
caused the disturbance or who fired the 
shots. 
Mayor Kenneth A. Gibson had said 
early Monday evening, “The most 
important thing is to have the people of 
Newark understand that we have a 
critical situation on the streets.” He 
asked residents of this city of 400,000 to 
stay indoors. 
About 10 per cent of Newark’s 
population 
is 
Spanishspeaking. 
Approximately 50 per cent of the 
population is black. 
A police spokesman said reports of 
snipers firing on officers or firemen 
“are not at all confirmed.” He denied 
rumors that state police or national 
guard reinforcements would be called.

Health insurance delay 


Another View 


It is depressing to find that in only 
a few days the brave hopes of action 
on national health insurance before 
Congress adjourns have been badly 
eroded. When President Ford urged 
enactment of legislation 
in his 
message to the joint congressional 
session, that gave the enterprise a 
much needed filip. 
Or so it seemed. Now Chairman 
Wilbur D. Mills of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, which must 
originate such legislation, says that 


a deadlock over various widely 
differing proposals all but precludes 
early action. 
We submit that this borders on 
irresponsibility. Public sentiment 
appears to be strongly in favor of 
congressional action which would 
spread out the cost of health in­ 
surance over the entire population. 
Congress has had bills on the subject 
in the hopper for several years, and 
there is a long record of detailed 
consideration of alternatives dating 


back to the Truman administration. 
Yet nothing is done. 


Something had better be done 
soon. It can validly be argued that 
health resources are not yet fully 
geared to meet the demands that 
would 
be 
imposed 
by 
such 
legislation, but a start must be 
made. It is disquieting that after all 
this time Ways and Means still 
cannot work out a reasonable 
compromise.

SEAL HARBOR. ME. - When the 
Secret Service 
took

Rockefeller domain here they installed 
powerful searchlights shining down on 
the path from the Rockefeller boat 
house and the entrance gate. To 
visitors walking up the path Nelson 
Rockefeller 
apologized 
for 
the 
inhospitable glare. 
It was an invasion of a privacy 
carefully preserved by the Rockefeller 
clan. One of the rarest luxuries today, 
the Rockefellers have preserved their 
privacy thanks to a collective fortune 
vast as any in the world. Their joint 
3,000-acre estate, Pocantico Hills in 
Westchester County, N.Y., is as 
carefully guarded as Fort Knox. 
In their comparatively modest six- 
bedroom house here in Seal Harbor on 
a spit of land jutting out into the cove. 
Nelson, his wife, Happy, and their two 
sons Nelson Jr. and Mark, have been 
able to lead the simple lief, beach 
walking, beach picnics, sailing. It is the 
kind of simple lief only a large income 
makes possible. 
Public life is nothing new to the four- 
times governor of New York who hold 
over the years so many appointive 
positions in the federal government. 
The vice presidency is, however, dif­ 
ferent in that it is a constitutional office 
requiring confirmation by the Senate 
and the House. 
If he is concerned over the loss of his 
privacy and the fact that congressional 
committees w ill comb over the 
mountain of the Rockefeller fortune, he 
shows no sign of it. On the contrary the 
eagerness, the zest, long a charac­ 
teristic of the public man, is uppermost 
as he contemplates his new life. 
Naturally his political rivals in New 
York have been green with envy at the 
advantage his money gave him. One 
such rival weas former Mayor John V. 
Lindsay. In the midst of one of the 
many feuds between Rockefeller and 
Lindsay, the Mayor turned on this 
reporter to demand indignantly: 
“ Why don’t you tell the truth once in 
a while? Why don’t you say that 
Rockefeller’s personal fortune is $1.2 
billion. So what does he care if he 
spends $15 or $20 million on an election 
campaign?” 
Inquiry directed to those with some 
knowledge indicated that $1.2 billion 
was 
high 
as 
an 
estimate 
of 
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Rockefeller’s personal fortune. It 
might be as much as $800 million. The 
estimate of spending in his several 
campaigns, much of the money his 
own, was more nearly correct. 
The point today is that this is 
irrelevant. 
From the time of old John D. and his 
oil monopoly the Rockefeller fortune 
has grown like a great coral reef ex­ 
tending deeper and deeper into every 
branch of the American economy. 
Building on itself, just as a coral reef 
builds on itself, the money, shepherded 
by battalions of lawyers, trust officers 
and bankers, begat in each generation 
more money. 
So closely knit is the whole family 
operation that it may be difficult if not 
impossible to sort out Nelson’s private 
share. He is said to have less than his 
brothers if only because he has spent 
generously on his public career. 
Nelson was largely responsible for 
building Rockefeller Center in the 
heart of Manhattan at the bottom of the 
Depression. He was president and later 
chairman of the board well into the 
'50s. 
Built with Depression dollars, that 
massive pile with its plaza, skating 
rink, gardens, is worth today many 
times over what it cost. To pursue this 
kind of arithmetic in any congressional 


inquiry will be an exercise in futility 
since in its scope even Rockefeller 
Center is only an item on a ledger. 
The Rockefeller philanthropies have 
had an iinmeasureable effect on 
American life. In the arts, medicine, 
science, they have contributed ad­ 
vances in almost every field. Nelson 
has been a foremost art collector 
contributing richly to the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York. 
Many men of large wealth have been 
named to posts requiring congressional 
confirmation. When David Packard 
was appointed Deputy Secretary of 
Defense his 
personal fortune was 
estimated at $400 million, most of it in 
the stock of Hewlett, Packard, an 
electronics company which he and his 
partner built from nothing. 
Since the stock could not have been 
sold without great loss, Packard’s 
holding was put in trust and the in­ 
crement when he left office given to 
good works. 
The case of Rockefeller, who has 
devoted most of his career to public 
life, is unique and should be so con­ 
sidered. 
To dig interminably into the in­ 
terstices of the Rockefeller fortune can 
only delay the day when he will assume 
a new and important role in a new 
administration.

Ohio Perspective 
Civil rights coses speeded

TOLEDO, 
Ohio 
(A P )—Burt 
Silverman, newly appointed head of the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission, looked 
at the mounting stack of cases slated 
for his first commission meeting and 
said: 
“ There must be a better way.” 
So he set a committee to work on 
finding an alternative to the lumbering 
process of having each case—4,313 of 
them last year—brought before the 
commissioners. 
The committee has promised him an 
answer by the end of the month, 
Silverman said. 
“ I think something can be worked out 
so that many cases can be resolved 
rapidly and equitably at lower levels,” 
he said. 
Looking for better ways may well 
become the motto of the 55-year-old 
Toledo public relations man named last 
month by Gov. John J. Gilligan as 
OCRC chairman. 
Silverman feels 
that conciliation 
should be used to settle disputes, so that 
both sides get a fair shake. 
“ The problems we are dealing with 
are human problems,” he said. “ I don’t 
think you should use an iron hand and 
force a decision down the throat of 
either the minority or the majority.” 
Silverman attributes much of today’s 
backlash to the way racial problems of 
the 60s were settled.

“ Everybody tried to make up for 400 
years of injustice in one fell swoop,” he 
said. 
Silverman is also against quota 
systems, feeling employes should be 
hired on their merits. 
“ But I think businesses have an 
obligation to train minorities to help 
them become qualified,” he said. 
Silverman said the commission sets 
up a system of goals and timetables for 
companies that have been found to dis­ 
criminate against minority groups and 
women. 
Under this system, he said, the 
company is expected to hire certain 
numbers of minority persons or women 
by certain future dates. 
“ These are not quotas,” he quickly 
points out. “ It’s saying to the company 
that we want to see some evidence of 
good faith in hiring practices and in 
moving people upward.” 
Silverman believes discriminatory 
housing patterns are the root of many 
racial ills. 
“ If people are segregated in ghet­ 
tos,” he said, “ what incentive do they 
have to work hard and become better 
citizens. Until we can break housing 
patterns, they will affect education, 
employment and everything else.” 
Silverman said his long-range goals 
as OCRC chairman are simple. 
“ I want to make the commission 
work even more effectively than it has 
in the past,” he said.

A request: Please be patient with it, 
because it’s one of those maddening 
shows that is wretched at the start, 
hokey at the ending and reasonably 
welldone m idw ay through 
its 90 
minutes. 
The series, transmitted nationally by 
the Hughes Television Network, stars 
Robert Culp as a sort of American E v ­ 
eryman participating in major turning 
points in this nation’s history, from 1774 
to the late 19th century. 


In tonight’s show, he’s Robert 
Freeborn, an itinerant peddler making 
his rounds in valleys of Virginia in the 
turbulent months preceding the first 
shots for freedom from British rule. 
While packing his kit bag full of 
ribbons British-m ade needles and 
seditious ballads, he tells the audience 
he supports no cause except selling his 
wares. 
Then he boards his horse and is off. 
He’s promptly attacked by marauding 
Indians, one of whom hangs onto his 
neck even as he gallops to the safety of 
a log fort inhabited by Scottish settlers. 
Richard Kiley is on hand as the chief 
Scot, muttering in his beard against the 
King 
There’s a shocking scene in which the 
Indian is slain trying to escape. But the 


show 
doesn’t 
move 
from 
awful 
pageantry to reasonable drama until 
Culp checks in with George Washington 
at Mount Vernon. 


The Washington role is handled well 
by Fritz Weaver and the scenes at 
Mount Vernon — involving slaves, 
discourses on sedition and the Con­ 
tinental Congress — are fairly inter­ 
esting and entertaining.

pageantry when Culp later meets with 
two of the nation’s founding fathers — 
Samuel Adams and John Hancock — 
and warns of British troop movements 
in Boston. 
The British do come, there’s a brief

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W om an naval pilot 
flies into storm 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) - Judy 
Neuffer looks at herself as a woman 
who has been in the right place at the 
right time, twice. 
The first was when the Navy opened 
flight training to women. 
The second came on Sunday when 
she was in the pilot’s seat of a Navy P3 
weather reconnaissance plane which 
penetrated the eye of H urricane 
Carmen, with its winds of 175 miles per 
hour. 
The 25-year-old lieutenant from 
Wooster, Ohio, thus became the first 
woman pilot in naval history to fly into 
a hurricane’s eye. 
“ I didn’t know what to expect, but I 
think I can honestly say I didn’t feel 
fear,” she said. “I have lots of con­ 
fidence in the aircraft and in the crew. 
They know their job and they know it 
well.” 
She also was helped by the com­ 
manding officer of the four-engine 
turboprop jet, Cmdr. Dick Sirch, an 
experienced hurricane hunter 
who 
supported her and briefed her on what 
to expect. 
Sirch said she compares well with 
other new pilots. 
‘‘Basically, she did a super job,” he 
said. 
‘‘When I found out I was getting a 
woman pilot, I expected a tomboy or a 
woman’s libber. This is just a young 
lady who seriously wants to be a pilot. 
She knows she’s being observed as a 
new breed, so she makes an extra effort 
to do as well as she can.” 
Lt. Neuffer has been in the Navy for 
four years since graduation from Ohio 
State University. Her first assignment 
was at a computer center in San Diego.

Passive 
defense consists of making 
leads or plays that have very 
little chance

51.00 if fine is paid within 24 hours of time that 
parking violation notice is issued. 
53.00 if fine is paid after 24 hours but within IO 
days of parking violation notice. 
55.00 if fine is paid after IO days of mailed notice 
of an unpaid parking violation. 
Any persons charged with other violations of the 
provisions of Section 353.03 of the Codified Or­ 
dinances of the City of Washington for which 
payment of a prescribed fine may be made, may 
pay such sum in the manner prescribed on the 
issued parking violation notice.

The confidentiality between 
you and your doctor will be 
strictly observed. 
Only 
after 
thorough 
examination, if there is no 
residual evidence of syphilis 
will your doctor recommend 
that you continue with your 
marriage plans. 
This is the reason that all 
states require positive proof 
that blood is free from syphilis 
before a marriage license is 
issued. 
While I am on the subject I 
must add that venereal disease 
now exists in epidemic form 


among teenagers and young 
adults. The ravages of un­ 
treated 
syphilis 
are 
devastating. 
Syphilis is probably one of the 
most destructive diseases that 
man is heir to. The late effects 
of this disease can involve every 
organ of the body and leave 
devastation in its path. 
Sexual 
promiscuity 
is 
responsible for the current 
expansion of the ravages of 
venereal disease. Just two 
irresponsible 
carriers 
of 
venereal disease, gonorrhea or 
syphilis, can, in a matter of 
months be responsible for mass 
infections numbering in the 
thousands. 
This should give readers 
some idea of the magnitude of 
the problem, and how important 
it is for parents, doctors and 
health authorities to continue 
the educational campaigns 
against this problem.

Pension bill 
wins Ford s 
signature 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A pension 
revision bill covering some 30 million 
Americans workers was signed into 
law by President Ford on Labor Day. 
Ford called the new law “a landm ark 
m easure that may finally give the 
American worker solid protection in his 
pension plan.’’ 
“ I don’t think I’ve had a happier 
day,” the President told a White House 
Rose Garden gathering of about 200 
re p resen ta tiv e s 
of 
his 
C abinet, 
Congress, business and labor. 
F'ord interrupted his Labor Day 
holiday with his family on their first 
visit to the presidential retreat at Camp 
David, Md., to helicopter to the White 
House for the signing. 


The new law affects some 300,000 to 
400.000 existing private pension plans 
and those that m ay be set up in the fu­ 
ture. It’s formal nam e: the Employe 
Retirement Income Security Act. 


For the first time, it sets government 
standards for the funding and operation 
of 
such 
plans. 
It 
also 
contains 
provisions which guarantee the em ­ 
ploye all the pension benefits to which 
he is entitled after no more than 15 
years of service. 


Each company is required to put 
enough money into its plan so that it is 
fully funded and able to pay all pen­ 
sions when the benefits come due 


The bill also creates a voluntary 
portability program under which an 
employe can carry pension rights from 
one job to another.
